The Republican protective 
tariff protected the American tann­ 
ing industry and thus g ave the em­ 
ploy ment to American workmen. 


The Gibson firm makes uppers for 
shoes. 
When Mr. Gibson came to 
this country on a visit he thoug ht 
that inasmuch 
as 
the 
protective 
tariff had been broken down by the 
Democrats and the m arkets of the 
United States had been thrown open 
to the world he mig ht, possibly , be 
able to sell some of the product of 
his factory to show m anufacturers 
ever here. 
Thus he would combine 
a little business with his pleasure 
trip, 
lie said he felt that he mig ht 
sell $19 0,000 worth of g oods over 
here. 
So he visited Boston, New 
York, Philadelphia, Chicag o and St. 
Louis and called on the shoe m anu­ 
facturers, and instead 
of 
selling 
$100,000 worth of uppers he sold 
$400,000 worth.

same prominence which fell in the 
field of poetry to Paul 
Lawrence 
Dunbar, a negro poet, who received 
his first literary encouragement in 
Richmond . 
The Commercial club and all the 
musical organizations of 
the 
city 
arranged a concert for Howard . No 


tickets were sold , but contributions 
from citizens in every walk of life 
netted a sum sufficient to keep the 
y oung negro at school 
next 
y ear. 
The most prominent families of the 
city , and almost all the professional 
men attend ed the concert. 
Last y ear Howard , with a small 
sum of money d onated by the Com­ 
mercial club, went to Boston, 
lie 
had enough money to pay his tuition 
and room rent for a few months. 
He was given his meals by the own­ 
ers of a 
restaurant in 
which 
he 
worked as waiter. 
By looking after 
furnaces, he mad e enough to pay his 
laund ry hills. 
Howard began stud y ing the violin 
shortly after his father left him an 
orphan at the age of fourteen. Mrs. 
W. 11. Dennis, a colored teacher, was 
his first instructor. 
He bought his 
first violin from A. B Clark, a noted 
violin maker of eastern Ind iana, who 
sold the instrument to the lad after 
he had heard him play . 
Pay ments 
were mad e in five and ten ce rit in­ 
stallments. 
Clark gave him a bill 
of sale after he paid $3 for a violin 
whose market value was far in ex­ 
cess of that sum. 
A white boy gave 
Howard his first instruction book. 
When Howard entered the Garfield 
school orchestra, its d irector F. W. 
Earhart, now d irector of the P itts­ 
burgh Sy mphony orchestra, recogn­ 
ized the colored lad ’s 
talent, 
and 
arranged for a sy stematic training 
of the genius he believed d ormant in 
the boy . 
Musical critics and teach­ 
ers of the city began to train him. 
In high school, Howard incurred 
the enimity of his associates when 
he refused to play ragtime music at 
class meetings. 
The school authori­ 
ties were forced to come to his help. 
This was the only attempt at d raw­ 
ing the color line d uring his resi­ 
d ence in Richmond .

TO SING ANTI-SLAVERY SONGS 


Wayne County had Prominent Part 


in Underground Railway System 


During Civil War

Richmond, Ind., Ju ly 25 .—Way ne 
cou nty ’s 
prominent 
part in 
the 
Undergrou nd sy stem throu gh which 
thou sands of slav es were smu ggled 
from the Sou th to Fou ntain City , 
a v illage north of Richmond, where 
they were hid by members of the 
Society of Friends u ntil they cou ld 
be transported with safety to Cana­ 
da, will be commemorated by the col­ 
ored people of the cou nty 
with a 
special day du ring chau tau qu a week 
in Au gu st. 
Negro societies in Richmond two 
months ago 
began 
agitating 
on 
“Anti-Slav ery Day ”. 
The Commer 
cial Clu b committee which handle 
the chau tau qu a 
program, 
grantee 
their requ est. 
Dr. A. J. 
Carey , í 
negro pastor, head of the Tnstitu 
tional A. M. E. 
chu rch in Chicago 
will deliv er the address. 
Co-incident with the mov ement o 
the colored people of Richmond for 
an “Anti-Slav ery Day ” was an ef­ 
fort to obtain songs su ng bv the 
Abolitionists and Qu akers of Indi­ 
ana in their stru ggle to obtain the 
emancipation of 
the 
negro. 
Oh 
members of the Society of Friends 
were interv iewed and a search for 
books and 
pamphlets 
containing 
abolitionist songs, stored in attics 
was institu ted. 
This 
brou ght 
to 
light mu ch historical materials which 
hitherto had remained inaccessible 
to the historian of Way ne cou nty . 
Foremost in the work of collect­ 
ing the old 
anti-slav ery 
songs is 
Mary Frame Selby , a social worker 
who sfVu rns the name bu t accom­ 
plishes more good among the poor 
of the city than any woman engaged 
in the work here. 
She was intimate­ 
ly acqu ainted with many of the old 
abolitionists and remembers many of 
the songs of the period. 
One song that appealed strongh 
to the 
wiv es 
and 
dau ghters 
of 
Friends in Richmond prior to the 
Civ il war was “Am T Not a Sister?” 
The stanzas wore intended primarih 
to enlist the sy mpathy of women for 
the anti-slav erv cau se. 
An ex cerpt 
follows: 
“Am T not a sister, say ? 
Shall T then he bou ght and sold; 
Tn the mart and by the way 
For the white man’s lu st for gold? 
Sav e me then from his fou l snare 
Leav e me not to perish there.” 
Sev eral other similar songs hav e 
been fou nd.
